When tae vessel arrived the 
inhabitants wero bidly frightened. Por 
weeks not a drop of rain had fallen. The 
steamer began to tale on & cargo.of posts 
and ties when the woods suddenly burst 
into a great blaze. No sooner had the 
fire started than a severe Wind atorm swept 
over the island drivirg the flares in every 
direction. The pete fled in tenror to the 
beach and sought sheter on board: vessels, 
which were pulled outinto the lake, and 
scores of bears roaringwith pain ran out 
of the woods with the) hair singed from 
their hidea.and plunged into be lake.

WHO SHOULD SUPPORT THE HIGH 
SOHOUL? 


The following decision of the Minister of 
Education, which is to be found in Dr. Hodg- 
ins’ lectures on School Law, will be read 
with interest, as it cl§arly defines the mean- 
ing and extent of the School Law as to the 
right of all ratepayers to be taxed for the 
building of and support of High Schools : 

'. Relation of Roman Catholic supporters 
of Separate Sehole to High Schools and Col- 
legiate Instifiites —(1.) The Act of 1863 [now 
Rey. Stat. c, 200] has reference only to the 
system of common [now public] schools. 

he common school system at the time of 
passing the Act of 1803 was quite separate 
and dutinct from the grammar schools, 
which are represented now by the high 
schools. In settling the question with res- 
pect to the establishment of denominational 
schools, the common or public school sys- 
tem alone was affected, and the grammar or 
high schools continued to be open to all pu- 
pils without any distinction. (2.) Under 
provisions of the law as it formerly stood, 
a union could be formed of public and high 
school boards, under which they could oc- 
cupy in common the same building, and get 
the benefit of the same or some of the same 
teachers, and otherwise share in common 
the cost of maintenance of the public and 
high schools, The Act passed in 1874 con-

ponce (thirty cents) por pound, Tho rate 

© pound between Ontario and the United 
<ingdom will be 1s. bjd., Manitoba and 
orth: West Provinces will pay 1s. 8d., 

and British Columbia, 1s. 10}d. per pound. 
The privilege of sending und receiving 
reels to and from the United Kingdom 
by post at theso rates ought to be greatly 
appreciated by the many thousands of peo- 
ple in the Dominion who haye friends or 
relatives in the Old Country. And it is 
not likely that the use of the parcel post

A parcel can be sont from any Post Office 
in the United Kingdom to any place in 
British India or New South Wales for one 
shilling apound, However the Dominion 
Government has greater facilities than any- 
body else for knowing what rates would be 
remunerative for the dolivery of parcels in 
Canada, and has doubtless given the sub- 
ject due consideration. One of the diffi- 
culties the Canadian Post Office has to 
contend with arises out of the Customs law, 
It is obviously necessary that agents of the 
Government should haye the right to open 
parcels if they suspect them to contain 
articles liable to duty.

The water supplied must be acceptable to 
the citizens for the purposes intended, and 
hence there does not appear to be much 
risk in the venture on that score. Of 
course, we have to make provision for the 
future as well as for the present, and this 
may necessitate greater precaution in se- 
lecting a source of supply.

The Institution for the Blind at Brant- 
ford re-opens for its next session on tho 
first of Sept., and as there is always a num- 
ber of pupils graduating at each vacation, 
applications to the Principal for the ad- 
mussion of now-comers are now doubtless in 
order. Considering the almost helpless- 
ness and dependence of the uninstructed 
blind person in after life, no arguments 
should be needed to induce all who 
have blind children under their care to avail 
of this opportunity of obtaining for them a 
thorough education, with instruction accord- 
ing to the pupil’s capacity, in music, in in- 
dustrial work, and, in fact, in everything by 
which the blind may be made useful and 
happy. When, too, it is remembered that 
board and education are provided for by a 
legislative grant and so costs the friends of 
pupils not one cent, the last shadow of an 
excuse is removed for keeping a blind child 
at home in idleness and thus losing a gold- 
en opportunity for acquiston inestimable 
permanent benefits. We strongly advise 
all who are interested in this matter to 
communicate at once with Principal Dy- 
mond, who ia always ready to give full in- 
formation to inquirers. lt may be as well 
to mention that the Institution is not for 
those who are totally blind only, but for all 
young persons resident in Ontario between 
seven and twenty-one years of age who, by 
reason of-impaired or defective vision, are 
unable to be educated at the public schools,

Tho following lotter has beon sent to the 
American Ornithologist's Union of New York, 
It speaks for itself : 
BeLUKvILLE, Ont. 

GenTLeMEen,—Noticng that your aaso- 
ciation are discuasing she demerits of the 
English sparrow, I weuld like to contribute 
my quota to your comespondence on this 
exasperating subject. I live ona farm in 
tho vicinity of Belleville and 1 speak the 
result of my own ind’ my neighbors’ ox- 
perience and observation when I say that 
greater posts, an¢ more injurious depreda- 
tors than the English sparrows never af- 
flicted ‘icultarists. Herrick, wild- 
mustard, thistlesand burdocks are draw- 
backs to farmers but as compared with the 
aggressive sparriws, they are minor and 
passive oyils, and can be suppressed, where- 
as sparrows mukiply rapidly, cannot be 
frightened and vaste and devour with an 
insatiable appetite, which can be gratified 
continuously, the processes of deglutition, 
digestion and excretion being apparently 
more rapid in succession than even in 
pigeons, I spmk of grain, not of insects, 
and I assert most positively that, given 
grain, apacroy) will not touch anything 
else, Wheat especially is their delight, 
and on the farm which 
the shores of the Bay of Quinte, 
at least two acres of fall wheat 
were last year absolutely eaten up by epar- 
rows alone, andthe same destruction has 
been continued this year. One bird will 
break off or break up the head,and a dozen 
will immediately pounce upon it, until not 
a kernel remains.

THE FORTH BRIDGE. 


A Most Kemarkable Structure im Process 
of Construction. 


THE GREATEST SPANS IN THE WORLD, 
‘As a Gronadier Guardsman is to anew- 
born infant, so is the Forth Bridge to tho 
largest railway bridge yet built in this 
country.”’ That is ths graphic comparison 
by which Mr. Bonjamin Baker, C, E,, ill- 
ustrated the extraordinary character of the 
structure now in progress at Quoonsferry, 
of which Sir John Fowler and he are the 
engineers. Buthe did not confine the 
comparison to bridges in this country only; 
for in the paper (read to the British Asso- 
ciation) from which that doscription is 
taken, Mr. Baker added: ‘Bridges a fow 
foot larger in span than the Britannia have 
been built elsewhere, but they are baby 
bridges after all." There is thus a delib- 
erate claim made on behalf of the Forth 
Bridge, by one of its designers, that it is 
the most wonderful bridge in the world ; 
that the greatest of existing bridges are but 
child’s play in comparison with it. 
What is it that gives the Forth Bridge 
this pre-eminence / It is certainly not its 
length. In that respect it is far excelled 
by the Victoria Bridge at Montreal, and 
also by the unfortunate Tay Bridge at Dun- 
dee, which is now being rebuilt. The Vio- 
toria Bridge is 10,380 feet long, or within 
180 feet of two miles. The length of the 
Forth Bridge is only 8,081 feet, or 2,289 
feet less than the Victoria, and 2,521 less 
than the Tay Bridge. 
Neither is the height of its roadway its 
distinguishing feature. In this respect, 
though nearly twice the height of the New- 
castle High Level Bridge, it is excelled by 

others abroad. 
© striking and unprecedented feature 
in the Forth Bridge is the length of its 
greatest spans, Thetwo longest spans of 
the Britannia Brige over Menai Strait 
measure 465 feot each. The Forth Bridge 
has two spans of 1,710 feet each, which 
is not far short of being four times as

great. 

This isa fair comparison, because the 
Britannia and the,Forth Bridge are both 
fixed or stable bridges. Other bridges 
exist which have longer spans than the 
Britannia can boast of, but they are sus-

sion Bridge has a single span of 820 eet. 
the central span of the Brooklyn Bridge, at 
New York, measures 1,600 feet, which is

the Forth Bridge. But these, as 1 have 
said, are suspensions bridges, which have a 
certain mobility and elasticity. The Forth 
Bridge will be as solid and as atable as the 
Britannia Bridge, or as Waterloo Bridge 
in London or the North Bridge in Edin- 
burgh; and yet its greatspans will be grea' 
er than those of any bridge in existence, 
Well, therefore, may Mr. Baker boast that 
the greatest of existing bridges will be as a 
baby in comparison with his giant, 

The building of such a bridge is a darin; 
exploit. What, it may be asked, has Ted 
the engineers to attemptit? Is it the love 
of adventure—the mere desire to surpass 
their predecessors, and to *‘ lick creation,” 
as the Americans says, by the production 
of the biggest. bridge on record? Uon- 
sidering the enormous capital involved in 
the venture, in the cost of material and 
labor, and considering still more the risk 
to human life which it entails, the engin- 
eers would not have been warranted in 
entering on ay merely heroic or ambitious 
enterprise. The simple answer to the 
question of motive is, that the engineers 
had really no choice in the matter. They 
had either to accept the 2onditions impos-

Union Jack History. 


Curlous Points Aboutthe Banner of Great 
Britain aod Ireland, 


(Letter to the Editor of the London Daily 
News.) 

We are all familiar with the white, blue 
and red ensigns, and with the union jack 
which occupies the upper quarter nearest 
the flagstaff. The white ensign has the 
red cross of St. George in addition to the 
union jack. Without the jack this white 
ensign with a red cross represents our old 
national flag as it existed from the time of 
Richard I. until after the death of Eliza- 
beth. The red cross flag, the banner of 
St. George, appears to have been chosen 
by the Soldier King in honor of the saint 
who was the patron of soldiers. It re- 
mained for more than 400 years tho flag 
under which the English warriors fought 
on land and on sea, When James VI, of 
Scotland succeeded Elizabeth, the Scotch 
had a national flag. That also was a cross, 
but it was shaped differently from that of 
St. George, and was known as the cross of 
St. Andrew. The ground of the Scotch 
flag was blue, and its croas was white, To 
mark the union of the two kingdoms under 
one sovereign the national banner under- 
went a change, although Scotland till re- 
tained its separate Parliament. In the 
new Hag the two banners of England and 
Scotland were united. There appeared in 
it the oblique white cross of St. Androw on 
the blue ground and the red cross of St. 
George on a white margin, worked in the 
blue field, The King was accustomed to 
sign his name in the French form of James, 
“Jacques,” He was, in fact, the Union 
Jacques, or, as we improperly pro- 
nounce it, Jack, For local purposes the 
Scotch still continue to use the whito St. 
Andrew's cross on tho blue fiold and the 
English the red cross on the white field, 
It was stated by royal proclamation in 1696 
that ** whereas some difference hath arison 
botweén our subjects of South and North 
Britain, travelling by seas, about the bear- 
ing of their flags. For the avoiding of all 
such contentions hereafter we have, with 
the advico of our council, ordered that 
from honcoforth all our subjects of this Ialo 
and Kingdom of Great Britain and the 
mombers thoreof shall bear in their main- 
top the Red Oross, commonly called St. 
George's Cross, and the White Cross, com 
monly called St. Androw's Cross, joined | 
tovether, and in thoir foretop our subjects 
of South Britain shall woar the Red Croas 
only as they were wont; and our subjects 
North Britain in their foretop the White 
Cross only, as they were accustomed,” 
In 1707, when the Scotch and English leg 
islaturos wore united, the distinctive flags 
coased to be used, and the united flags as 
arranged in 1606 became the single onsign 
for the United Kingdom it was the sov- 
oroign that made the union and established | 
the national flag and an catabliahment of

The contract price of the bridge is £1,- 
600,000, of which upwards of £200,000 has 
been expended on plant. The number of 
workmen employed in the various depart- 
mounts is 2,000, The work has now been 
going on for three years,and other three 
at least must elapse before it is completed. 

It can scarcely be said, perhaps, that the 
Forth Bridge will be a beautiful object. 
To those who look for lines of beauty in 
such structures it will appear eccentric, 
extravagant, odd, perhaps outrageous. 
But to those whose sense of the beautiful 
depends on the realization of the useful 
the daring grandeur of the design, and its 
manifest adaptation of means to ends, will 
appear to be a marvellous triumph of en- 
gineering skill, of patient labor, and of 
commercial enterprise. — VW", Scott Dal- 
qleish, M. A.

There has been a vast amount of busi- 
ness done, but prices haye ruled low ; still 
merchants generally throughout the Do- 
minion are inahealthy state, payments asa 
rule being mot satisfactorily, and with every 
prospect of a good harvest we look forward 
to much better results for the remainder of 
the year, f 

The'cotton mills are running on orders 
and are fully employed; pricesare firm with 
atendency to harden, but no material ad- 
vance has been made yet. 

The woollen manufacturers ate hard at 
work on repeat orders’ for the fall; their 
spring samples arcjin the hands of their 
agents and many orders have been placed. 

The wholesale dry goods houses are busy 
shippibg fall goods, and their travellers are 
sending im first-rate orders, they report a 
good trade, but competition is keen and 
prices are low; still the tremendous advance 
in the price of colonial wool at the London 
auctions just closed, although it has not yet 
materially affected the Canadian market, is 
bound to do ao soon, and this, coupled with 
the small stocks generally, will havea ten- 
dency to raise prices, 

Imported goodsare firmly held, and re- 
peat orders are subject to an advance, the 
general prospect is that higher prices will 
prevail. 

Add to this satisfactory report the fact 
that railway traffic is booming; that the 
shipping business at Montreal shows an 
immense increase ; and that manufacturing 
establishments generally are fully employ- 
ed, and it will be seon that the croakings of 
Grit orators about depression and ‘ruin 
and decay" are utterly .without founda- 
tion:

A Great Man Gone, 


Death of Samuel J. Tilden—Sketch of his 
Career. 


Yorxens,N.Y,, Aug.4.—Mr. Tilden died 
peacefuly, at Greystone, this morning, at 
8.45. There were present with him Doc- 
tors Simonds and Swift and his niece Miss 
Gould... His death was entirely .unexpect- 
ed. The cavse was failure of the heart, 
following an acute attack of diarrhwa and 
nausea. 

Mr, Tilden has been long in poor health, 
and being a comparatively old man, his 
death was not altogether unexpected, though 
there has been less apprehensions of late 
than a year or two ago, when his name was 
still prominent in political circles. “Mr. 
Tilden was born in a village of the State 
of New York seventy-two years ago last 
February. He graduated at Yale College, 
and after studying law, was admitted to 
the New York bar, By his legal practice, 
which soon became exceedingly large, 
he acquired an immenso fortune. While 
still young he took a prominent part 
in the political affairs of New York, 
and though avoiding office, which would 
have interfered with the practice of 
his profession, ho became a leader of the 
Democratic party, and for many successive 
years was clected Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Committee of the State of New York. 
He served his party also in some State 
Conventions, and served for two terms in 
the Legislature of the State of New York. 
{fn 1855 he ran as Democratic candidate 
for Attorney General of New York, but 
was defeated. In 1871 he took part in the 
prosecution of the Tammany Ring, who 
were charged with defrauding the city 
treasury of millions of dollars, his most 
valuable service being his famous analysis 
of the accounts of the Broadway Bank, 
showing how Tweed and others had 
shared the spoils. When Tweed im- 
pudently demanded ‘‘what they were 
going to do about it,” and action was taken 
in the Courts, Mr. Tilden furnished Jogal 
proofs which did much to bring about the 
conviction. In the caso ho was much as- 
sociated with the great lawyer O'Conor, 
who gave his service in this work gratuit- 
ously. In 1874 Mr. Tilden was elected 
Governor of New York State by a plurality 
of over fifty thousand votes, and he suc 
cooded during his term of office in over 
throwing the Canal Ring who wore only loss 
famous than their brethron of the g* Tam 
many Ring.”

dence that the Lord God Almighty, by the 
bands of the prophets, evangelists, and apostles, 
wrote this book. 

_ Suppose a book now to be written which came 
in conflict with a great many things, and was 
written by bad men or impostors, how Jon 
would such s book stand! It would be sooute 
by everybody. AndIsay if that Bible had 
been an imposition ; or if it had not been writ 
ten by the mon who said they wrote it; if ithad 
been a mere co!lection of falsehoods, do you not 
suppose that it would have been immediately 
rejected by the people? If Job, and Isaiah, and 
Jeremiah, and Paul, and Peter, and John were 
impostora they would have been scouted by 
enerations and nations, Ifthe book has come 
down through fires of centuries without a scar, 
it is because there i« nothing in it destructible. 
How near bave tl come to destroying the 
bible?

PACIFIC COAST DEFENCES, 


Now that the Pacific Railway is about to 
become Britain's great military highway to 
the East, the, Imperial Government are 
taking the, necessary measures to fortify 
its western end as, more particularly, a 
safeguard against its possible seizure by 
Russia, with.whom a great struggle for su- 
premacy in India is regarded as. certain to 
come, sooner or later. A despatch from 
Victoria, British Columbia, on the Sth 
inst; saya: 

Lieut Colonel O'Brien and three com- 
missioned officer of the royal engineers 
have arrived hero from Halifax, N. S., by 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway. They 
have come, for the purpose of surveying 
Esquimalt harbor, as well as other points 
on thecoast, with the view of sclecting 
suitable sites for forts. When built they 
wilt be used/as naval stations and tailitary 
depots for rai troops, since the Cana- 
dian Pagisic, Railway is regarded as the 
great highway in fature for military’ tran- 
sit to India aud China. Suryoys and pro- 
positions have been made before, but now 
something definite: must be done, Since 
there isa;Russian fort opposite, the home 
Government regards the fortification of the 
British possessions on the Pacific coast as 
an absolute necessity. Colonel O'Brien 
believes we.have.a great future before us, 
and as our -trade with other nationa ‘must 
naturally develop rapidly, it 1s deemed ad- 
visable that all,proper precautions should 
be taken to ensure the national safety. As 
soon as the survey is completed the erec 
tion of the fortifications will be at onge

By the treaty 
of-Paris,- signed in 1783, Great Britain 
granted to the le of the United States 
“the liberty” of taking and curing fish “fon 
the coasts and in the bays and creeks of all 
British ions in North America as 
long as the same remained unsettled.” From

reviously existing relations be- 
tween the Hostile jovernments and their 
respective peoples, and at the peace of 1814 
the British Government refused to grant 
gratuitously any privileges of fishery, or to 
acknowledge the prescriptive right to enjoy 
the inshore fisheries which the American 
plenipotentiaries attempted to claim. Mat- 
ters remained in an unsatisfactory state for 
some four yéars, American fishermen pur- 
pane their vocation within British limits, 
and British cruisers seizing and confiscating 
their vessel and fishing gear. This state of 
affairs seemed likely to lead to serious com- 
plications, but in 1818 the two governments 
succeeded in making a treaty by which the 
United States renounced for ever, any lib- 
erty heretofore enjoyed or claimed by the 
inhabitants thereof to “take, dry or cure 
fish on or within three marine miles of any 
of the coasts, bays, creeks or harbors” 
of the British dominions in America, ex- 
cept on certain parts of Newfoundland and 
the Magdalen Islands, and American fish- 
ing vessels were to be permitted to enter 
such bays and harbours ‘ for shelter and 
repairing damages and to purchase wood 
and obtain water, and four no other purpose 
whatever.” 

In 1854 the above restrictive conditions 
were considerably modified by the ternis 
of a reciprocity treaty, by which the fish 
ermen of the United States were admitted 
to a full participation in the fishery privi- 
leges of our costs in return for certain 
comraercial concessions granted to @an- 
adian fishermen and merchants, to last for 
ten years. Ina fitof spleen at the sup- 
posed sympathy of the British nation with 
the south, this treaty was terminated by 
the United States Government in 1865,and 
the nations fell back upon the treaty of 
1818, the Canadian Government allowing 
their southern neighbors to fish within 
their limits on payment of a small license 
fee. This agreement was evaded to such 
an oxtent as to become in the space of four 
years virtually adead lotter, To put an 
end at least for a time, to these complica- 
tions, @ joint commission was appointed to 
ascertain upon what terms the fishermen 
of the United States might be permitted to 
use tho Canadian fisheries on equal terms 
with British subjects. The finding of the 
commission was ;. ‘That tho United States 
should pay to the British Government the 
sum of $5,500,000, and admit Canadian 
fish and fish oils free of duty for the torm 
of twelve years.” This agreomont oxpired 
in July 1885, and the American Congreas 
refused their consent to its renowal, or to 
the appointment of a commission to con- 
sider a new treaty on the basis of recipro- 
city, and consequently the international

Tho Tariff of 1858, 


All honor to Sir John and Sir Leonard 
Tilley, for their bold presentment of the 
tariff of 1879. But it was not the first pro- 
tectionist tariff in this country by any 
means. It is important to say that the 
protectionist tariff of 1858 was the begin- 
ning of National Policy in Canada. Sir 
John A. Macdonald took a prominent part 
in that movement, but no other living 
Canadian statesman did,except Mr. Bowell, 
our present Minister of Customs, and Sir 
A. T. Galt. 

We mean, of course, those who are in 
active. political life: a very few still live, 
butin retirement. But of the few now 
remaining who fought the battle of 1858, 
Mr, Bowell is one of the most conspicuous. 
He was not ageneral then, but he was an 
energetic lieutenant, who gave promise that 
he was going to be a general some day, 

‘The tariff of 1858 laid the foundation of 
protection in Canada. Its provisions were 
these : a general tariff of 20 per cent. on 
all imports, with 25 per eent. on manufac- 
tured clothing, also on boots and shoes and 
other articles of leather manufactured. 
Now, let us note what this tariff of 1858 
did. 

It started manufactures everywhere in 
Old Canada, but especially in Ontario, 
Mowing and reaping machines, before made 
in the States only, began to be made in 
Canada, We challenge production of the 
facts, in one case, at least. The late Joseph 
Hall started his works at Oshawa because 
of the protestion tariff of 1858, But for 
the tarifl, the works would have remained 
near Rochester. 

The protectionist movement of 1858 real- 
ly gave what life we have to later moye- 
ments.

Immediately came the 
tug of war, English manufacturers sent 
for samples of the Canadian blankets, imi- 
tated them with two-thirds wool and one- 
third jute, undersold tlio Canadian make, 
and closed the Cornwall factory for a time, 

The tariff in 1858 was a fair tariff for 
those times. It did pretty well for a 

while, because then neither English nor 
American manufacturersimagined that they 
had competitors in Canada, But times 
are changed now. Weare in competition 
with Massachuotts and Pennsylvania and 
Lancashire and Yorkshire; and they all 
know it. Itis imperatively necessary that 
the tariff of 1858 should be supplemented 
by that of 1879, but let it be remembered 
that the older movement was the real 
National Policy moyomont of Canada, For

4 Domestic Hints. 
TO CLEAN GLASS AND SILVERWARE, 

Eggshells crushed in small bits, and 
shaken well in decanters three parts filled 
with cold water, will not only clean them 
thoroughly, but make the glass look like 
new. By rubbing with a flannel dipped 
in the best whitening the brown discolora- 
tion may be taken off cups in which cus- 
tards have been baked. Again, all of us 
are aware that emery powder will remove 
ordinary stains from white ivory knife 
handles, and that the lustre of morocco 
leather is restored by varnishing with 
white of egg.

When putting away the silver 
tea or coffee pot which is not in use every 
day, lay a stick across the top under the 
cover. This will allow fresh air to get in, 
and prevent t':e mustiness of the contents 
familiar to boarding-house sufferers. 

0 TOAST, 

Many seem to think that they have made 
toast when they brown the outside of a 
slice of bread, Havethey? The object in 
making toast is to evaporate all moisture 
from the bread, and holding a slice over 
the fire to singe does not accomplish this; 
it only warms the moisture, making the 
inside of the bread doughy and decidely 
indigestible. The true way of preparing it 
is to cut the bread into slices a quarter of 
an inch thick, trim off the crust, put the 
slices on a pan or plate, place them in the 
oven—which must not be too hot—take 
them out when a delicate brown and butter 
at once,

Concerning Butter 


In tho months of Juno and July tho 
manufacture of butter in the United Statos 
is nearly double that of any other two 
months. An important question is, how 
shall the dairymou equalize the shipment 
of woods during the year? Tho Now York 
Stato farmer would do well, after he gots

If your fresh butter goes for- 
ward in Septomber, you will make a better 
avorage of your dairy than you will by fol- 
lowing tho old system of letting it all go 
together, 

he style of peckares formerly used was 
the one-half firkin tubs and Welsh tubs. 
For carrying butter there is nothing equal 
to the one-half firkin tub, because it car- 
ries the piclke better. The old Welsh tub 
is better for shipping the butter fresh. The 
best way to keep butter after it is packed 
is in any manner by which the air can be 
kept from it, Cover it with about one- 
half an inch of salt, so that it will be con- 
tinually moist, If the salt dissolves, put 
on more and keep it packed tight, and al- 
ways in a cool place. Do not head up the 
butter, but keep the head out, and keep 
salt well packed on the topso the air will 
not get through. Theair will .affect the 
butter. A pickle is objectionable because 
it is impossible to make it so pure and 
clean that there will not be a sediment on 
the top of the butter, Better cover over 
the butter with a cloth alittle larger than 
the cover, so that it will turn up at the 
side; then put on three-quarters of an 
inch of salt, moistened, with a stone laid 
on top. 
The whole secret is keeping the air from 
the butter. There is no wooden package 
perfectly air-tight. By soaking the firkin 
ina pickle, you get it nearly air-tight.

Curing Hay too Much. 


The great feat of farmers in getting hay 
intothe barn is that it will be too green 
and heatin the mow. This is) more espe- 
cially true where hay has been cured main 

ly, as hay should be, in the cock. After 
it has lain in cock one or two days, they 
will open and expose it tothe sun several 
hours. This is notonly unnecessary but 
injurious, We never knew hay left in cock 
twenty-four hours that could injure in the 
mow, if got in withaut rain. The dried 
pieces of the grass havea preservative effect, 
very different from the moisture left on hay 
by rains. After being wet the outside 
moisture must be thoroughly dried out ; 
but it is better to do it with as little expos- 
ure to the sun as possible. More hay is 
injured by bleaching and sunburning than 
by rotting, 


Watering Horses at Work, 
Horses hard at work in warm weather 
need water frequently. Ifa handful of 
oatmeal is thrown in a pailful of water, and 
one or two swallows given two or three 
times between morning and noon, or noon 
and pight, it will stimulate them to renew- 
ed exertions and keep them fresh all day. 
This sort of stimulation has no bad effects, 
as does that which men often take in the 
harvest field. The work of harvesting with 
self-binders is now a® severe for teams as 
cutting grain was in the old times for men 
when done by hand labor, and it is a time 
when grain feed for horses has been mostly 
used up. With the labor thus thrown on 
the teams they need proportionate good 
care.

The 100.Yards Running Record. 


From the Chicago Nsws, 

At last there is what may be accepted as 
an authentic record of 100 yards being run 
by a man inside the even time of 10 sec- 
The old apocryphal . chestnut, 
“George Steward, Turnpike Road, Ham- 
meramith, Sept. 30th 1844, 9} seconds,” 
that has done duty as the best on record 
for more than forty years, has seryed its 
purpose of deceiving men into delusion of 
betting that others could beat 10 seconds. 
While we have H! M. Johnston's perfor- 
mance at Cleveland last Saturday there is 
no necessity to go back to the days of care- 
less timing and gullibility to get the record 
under 10 seconds, The distance was two 
inches over the 100 yards. All the con- 
ditions were guarded and exact. Five 
watches, carefuly adjusted, were held by 
men familiar with the nice work of catch- 
ing the start and finish in a sprint race. 
Three of them showed that Johnston run 
his distance from the pistol’s flash to the 
tape in 9 3-5 seconds; the other two mark- 
ed 94-5, which according to the rule, 
stands\as the yecord. That there is only 
one-fifth of a second between the five 
watches it proves the expertness of the 
timers and guarantees the correctness of 
the'record. It has long been evident that 
Johnson was the man to beat the record if 
it was to be done in the present genera- 
tion. Heruns with magnificent’ strength 
and speed. His spring is great and his 
average stride at top speed 7 feet 7 inches 
—tremendous, With him, as with all 
really good runners, the’ strides in ao 
sprint race’ measure almost exactly the 
same after the first mometum is attained. 
Speed, then, comes from the number of 
times the runner can hit the ground with 
his toes in the distance. Johnston struck 
in something like forty times. It was a

Shot by # Half-Breed in Self-defence—A 
‘Traglo Fate. 


Winsirec, Man., Aug.—13,—A Fort 
Assiniboine, Mont., special says: Little 
Popular, chief of the Cree Indians who 
figured so conspiculously in the North-West 
rebellion and escaped across the line after- 
wards, was shot and instantly killed about 
one mile east of the post by ahalf-breed nam- 
ed Ward.

Miss McArthur was a typical 
Montana girl and had made a small for- 
tune by her own efforts. She had a herd 
of 100 cattle, twenty-five horses, two four- 
horse teams and $3,000 in money at tho 
Sun River ranch; also a valuable ranch 
near Butte, The body was sent to Boze- 
man to be buried beside her sister. 


The Wisconsin Forest Fires. 


Immense Amount of Territory Traversed by 
the Fires—Enormous Losses. 
Mirwavkee, Wis,, August 10. —So wide 
is the territory traversed by the forest fires 
in Northern and Middle Wisconsin, and so 
meagre is the information as to the actual 
extent of the damage, that losses can only 
be roughly approxsmated. The greatest 
damage was to standing timber, which is 
the source of wealth of this district, Port- 
age, Marathon, Wood, Clark, Brown, Doon 
and Calumetcountjes suffered mostseverely, 
Unless heavy raing intervene within four- 
teen days halfithe timber resources of the 
counties named will be destroyed, This has 
been so long sustained that the leayes have 
withered and fallen weeks before their time. 
Swamps and marshes have dred up, crecks 
i ppeared, and streams dwindled to in- 
significant rivulets. Hnndreds of thous- 
ands of acres of openings, where a second 
rowth of pme was growing, have been 
Saned over, It is estimated chat fifty 
wmills have been consumed along the 
line of the Wisconsin Central Railway, 
The number of homeless»families is esti- 
representing some 3,500) 
people. Theirindividual losses are com- 
paratively light, but in the aggregative 
reach over millions, mostly uninsured.

Is it any wonder then, when rowdyism and 
crime are thus winked at, that the number 
of offences are on the increase! This de- 
plorable state of affaira has not been reach- 
ed ins day. Officers of the law have long 
been aware of the steady increase of crime 
but are powerless to check it because they 
are not properly supported. Now that the 
feeling is abroad that criminals can act 
with impunity no one can foresee the re- 
sult unluss there isareaction in the manner 
of administering the law, and the courts 
deal out justice untempered with mercy. 
Let the adaunistrators of the law give less 
heed to sympathetic tales and mitigating 
circumstances, and purge and cleanse s0- 
ciety of the scourge that is sapping its vory 
foundations. Itisthe only remedy for 
the evil.

Among the 
latter the Utica Herald calls the attention 
of the Secretary of States to a parallel case 
which arose in 1841 between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain, causing intense excitement and 
arousing a warlike feeling between the 
two nations. In that case, it is claimed, 
the position taken by the then United 
States Secretary, Daniel Webster, was 
identical with that now assumed by the 
Mexican Secretary Mariscal. $ 

The circumstances were as follows :— 
One Alexander McLeod was arrested by 
the New York State authorities on the 
ground that he had boasted of being one 
of the party which, on the night of De- 
cember 29th, 1837, cut adrift the steamer 
Caroline from its wharf on the Niagara 
river, killed some of the crew, set the 
veasel on fire and sent it over the Falls, 
McLeod was indicted and held for trial 
for murder, Mr. Fox, the British Minis- 
ter at Washington, at once demanded his 
releaso, and assumed the destruction of 
the Caroline as the act of his Government, 
Mr, Webster replied on behalf of the 
United States that McLeod had been 
arrested by the authorities of the State of 
New York, and was held by ita courts, with 
which the Federal Government could not 
interfere. He stated, however, that he 
thought the Supreme Court of the State, 
which had exclusive jurisdiction, would 
agree with him that the assumption of 
responsibility by the British Goyernment 
was sufficient ground for the prisoner's re- 
Teaso, The Supreme Court thought other- 
wise. Counsel for McLeod argued that 
a state of actual war was in existence 
on the borders when the Caroline was 
destroyed, and that the responsibility 
forthe act should reat upon it and .not 
upon its officers or men. ‘Tho court, how- 
ever, refused to grant McLeod's release 
and he was remanded fortrial. Tho caso 
came up ata special circuit trial,and the 
same argument was presented for the de- 
fence, but as it was brought out in evidence 
that. McLeod was a drunken braggart 
whojhad had nothing todo with the Caro- 
line affair, he was found not guilty and 
discharged, and the international difficulty

A VISITOR'S VIEWS.

That issue must be faced. Hundreds of 
people have iriends dead or dying.

The latter now repre- 
sent the people's deadly, death-dealiog 
enémies, Tho friends and neighbors of 
the killed and wounded all regard the 
police as foes. Their hare presence is a 
terror to be repulsed and excludes the idea 
of wantonness, This is now the great 
suprome difficulty.

Morrison, of 
Jarvis, and T, A, Telfor, Manager of the 
Bank of London at Watford. They cruised 
on the upper waters and worked back home 
by the Manitoulin island, being expected 
here early last week, The lively north wind

day afternoon in their torpedo-shaped bar- 
rel. Thoy were an hour only going from 
the foot of the cataract to the mouth of the 
river, a distance of eight miles, They 
started down the Niagara Rivor at about 9 
o'clock on Saturday night in their curious 
craft, reaching Chippowa, Ont., ab 4 Sun- 
day morning, much fatigued with tho ride, 
and their exertions in running the propeller 
wheel to keep steering headway in the cur- 
rent, The landing just above the falls was 
made with some difticulty, and had it not 
been for the aid of a small boat they might 
have been carried over the cataract, which 
would have boon certain death, 

Potts and Hazlett formerly lived in Chip- 
powa, and after the people there had admir- 
ed the novel bost, it was taken in a waggon 
to the bank of the rivor, at the steamer 
Maid of the Mist landing, within a few hun- 
dred feet of the Horseshoe Falls. There it 
was launched, in the presence of Hazlett’s 
soven brothers, Potts’s wife, and a large 
number of spectators, soon after 4 o'clock. 
The craft was built of oak staves an inch 
anda half thick. It 1s ten foet long, with 
& round prow covered with sheet iron. A 
keel runs the whole length, The stern is 
flat and about two feet in diameter. A 12- 
inch propeller wheel, worked by hand inside 
the barrel, and a small iron rudder, worked 
with wires, project from the stern. The 

reatest diameter of the craft is three 
eet, and the length inside available for the 
occupants is six feet, the front being head- 
ed off, so that if stove in by the rocks the 
occupants would be safe. The turret 
covered an opening just large enough for 
one man to get into the tat one time, 
In it were twothick glass bull's eyes, and 
@n inch-and-a-quarter iron pipe, through 
which air was taken, The whole con- 
trivance was bound with twenty, two-inch 
iron bands, and the wheel was protected 
by iron rods. Preparations for the trip 
were completed by carefully ballasting the 
boat with 300 pounds of sand and putting 
a large piece of ice in it tokeep the air 


cool. 

At 44 Potts and Haziett stripped, and, 
putting on canvas coats and belts, jumped 
into the craft and fastened themselves to 
the bottom so securely that they could not 
be thrown around inside by the action of 
the waves, A small leak was stopped up. 
The craft was towed out intothe river by 
Hamilton Hazlett, who superintenled 
Cooper Graham's start, and two other men. 
They stayed with the craft as long as they 
safely could and cast of near the cantilever 
bridge. The Captain of the Maid of the 
Mist had arranged to tow the adventurers 
down, but at the last moment declined to 
do bo because he felt sure they were going 
to theirdeath, Potts laughed about itand 
said he was not ready to die yet.

A Mysterious Murder. 


A Mutilated Human Body Found Near 
~ - Wallingford. 


A New Haven despatch dated August 
9th says: ‘tA discovery was made in 
Wallingford yesterday that promises to un- 
fold a story similar to the Maxwell-Preller 
case. Edward Terrell, Joseph Terrell and 
Joseph Maxwell, three Wallingford young 
men, strolled out this morning, taking the 
road toward the Parker farm, about three 
miles from the centre of the borough. 
About noon, as they were starting home- 
ward again, they suddenly saw a shoe box 
lying on the side of the road undera clump 
of bushes. The box lay as if it might have 
fallen offa wagon and rolled under the 
bushes. One of the men tapped the box 
with a cane he carried, and, as it sounded 
as though it were full, all three came over 
to investigate. They turned the box top 
up and burst off ths lid, expecting to find 
shoes enough for several years’ wear, 

As the coyer came off they saw a cover- 
ing of tarred paper, Blood was oozing 
through some slits in this, and the men 
lifted it off carefully. Underneath, care- 
fully packed in straw, lay a headless hu- 
mau trunk. The legs and arms had been 
cut off by someone who understood how to 
do it. None of the limbs was in the box,

for at once, and a search began for a clew 
by which to identify the body, Tt was the 
trunk of a man about thirty-five or forty 
years old, and he must have been dead 
live or ten days. No clew of any sort was 
found in the box.

Is it a Hoax? 


The Singular Robbery of u!¥renchman at 
Montreal, 


Detective Faxey is endeavoring to find 
the perpetrators of a robbery committed a 
few days ago. It appears, ® Frenchman, 
from Rouen, named Cormanze, arrived in 
Montreal some time last month with a neat 
little capital, He proposed to setout in 
business as an agent for French and Belgian 
manufactures, and rented a small otlice 
on Bonsecours street from Dr, Mathieu 
Hoe paid his rent in advance and had part of 
the place fitted up as a bedroom for himself. 
Before leaving the place some days ago, he 
placed all ho poasossed, 48,850 francs, ina 
purse and hid the whole in his mattress, 
Serreoly had he. begun bis meal, when he 


was notified that a fire had broken out in his 
office. He immediately rau off to save his 
money, but great was his astonishment 
upon entering his place to find that the fire 
was confined to his mattress, The firomen 
almost instantly oxtinguished the flames, 
but whon Cormanzo went to sock his wealth 
ho found that it had disappeared. All that 
romained in his mattross was the purse part- 
ly burned up. A robbery had evidently 
boon committed, and the tire had beon set 
by tho thief, who undoubtodly hoped to 
Ioad tho ownor of the bank notes to believe 
that thoy had all boon consumed. The mat 
tor was immediately placed in the hands of 
tho police, but nothing of the perpetrator 
of the act has yot been discovered.

At 4:58 the torpedo was carried down 
the surge of the first breaker and hurled 
stem foremost over the swell on towards 
the next big wave. The surging currents, 
coming together in the centre of the gorge 
in a vortex, turned the craft over. When 
she righted for a moment before being 
caught. inthe next breaker, it was seen 
that the American flag which had been 
fastened to the stern had not been torn 
away. The craft dashed on in the surf, 
being twirled around, pitched first for- 
ward then downward, and finally the last 
waye tossed it into the whirlpool. It had 
been in the rapids a few seconds less than 
four minutes. The craft was carried so 
near the shore in the outer swirl of the 
maelstrom that Potts put out his head and 
hand. They had escaped the worst of the 
whirlpool, and said afterwards that they 
could have gone ashore. In two minutes 
they were close tothe second series of 
rapids, and just got the opening closed as 
they were caught by the waves and tossed 
along. Several rocks were grazed, and the 
craft got a worse shaking up than before. 
Some water poured through the air pipes 
as they were sucked under bya swell, 
near Devil's Hole, and the passage was 
longer and harder, lasting sixteen min- 
utes.

Lord Sallsbury’s 


Lonpon, Aug. 11,—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury to-day received a deputation of Impe- 
rial Federationists who called upon him to 
urge the appointment of a royal commission 
or the summoning of a conference to en- 
quire into the best means of accomplishing 
a closer federation of the states comprising 
the British Empive, to secure concerted 
action in time of war, and to promote 
direct intercourse by a system of com- 
mercial and postal telegraphs. Mr. Peter 
Redpath, of Montreal and Chislohurat 
spoke for Canada, The Marquis of Salis- 
bury said it would be difficult to overrate 
the importance of the subject. He prom- 
ised to carefully consider the suggestions 
made by the deputation with the exception 
of one to the effect that the Government 
should enter into negotiations with Ger- 
many for the evacuation by the latter pow- 
er of Now Guinea and France for the ova- 
cuation of New Oaledonia, This suggos- 
tion, the Premier said, was outside of 
practical politics. Ho hoped colonists 
would be able to contribute materially to 
the defence of the Empire, and that mon 
who devoted their lives and thoir carers 
to that defence would in futuro be drawn 
more together, Ho expressed hearty 
aympathy with the general idea of feder-

FOREST FIRES. 


Human Life Lost—Live Stock Perishes 
—Mill Property and Lumber Des- 
troyed, 


THE WOKST 18 SAID TO BE OVER, 


Mitwavxee, Wis., Aug. 10,—Oppor- 
tune rains this morning st many points 
where the forest fires are raging in northern 
Wisconsin, have impeded their progress, 
and to-night’s advices are that the danger 
is greatly lessened. In other places the 
fires remain unquenched. The village of 
Hansen is doomed. It is surrounded by 
walls of flames, and while women as well as 
men are fighting the fire, the water supply 
is becoming exhausted. 

Brillion and Rantoulin, Calumet county, 
are surrounded by fire and farmers are 
flocking into the village for safety. Acres 
of grain have been destroyed, A dozen 
buildings have been destroyed at Pensaukee 
and Howard. Around Little Suamico ter- 
ror-stricken people flocked into the village 
and found railroad communication cut off, 
A woman left her baby in the house, and 
it was burned to death. Hundreds of 
people are homeless in the stricken district. 

ILWAUKEE, Aug. 11.—Despatches from 
Greenbay, says the fires are still raging 
throughout the woods in that vicinity, Re- 
ports from the towns of Eaton, Bellevue 
and Dupere reveal much loss and distress. 
Nineteen families in the vicinity of Wood- 
raff's old mill were burned out. The/Olan- 
sen family of five persons saved their lives 
by petting into a well. The loss at Pen- 
saukee is estimated at $20,000. Reporte 
from Laney and Angelica in Shawano 
County, state that the fire is very bad. 
Five families were burned out and their 
crops destroyed. The mill near Angelica 
was burned, Fred Rogan, near St. Mat- 
hew, Oconto Co., lost five buildings and his 
crop. Several of his” neighbors suffered 
likewise. The bridges on the Little 
Suamico River are gone. Peoplein the 
burned district are terrilied. The roar of 
the flames in the woods can be heard two 
miles. The Big Suamico is out of danger, 
but the Little Sumaico is having a hard 
time. Several families were burned out in 
the town of Denmark, and lost all their pro- 
visions, Around the Post Office the resi- 
dents all packed their goods, and there was 
sregular exodus toGreen Bay. The streams 
are drying up, and the cattle dying of suffo- 
cation. 
the town of Humboldt, where the -fire is 
raging fiercely. Several idences were 
burned yesterday, Trenches and fire breaks 
do not stop the flames. Peozile in the 
threatened towns sleep out of doors ready 
for any emergency. A large load of provi- 
sions was sent to the sufferers from Green 
Bay to day. 

THE DANGER SAID TO BE OVER. 

Mitwevxeg, August 11.—Through the 
forsets in the northern tier of the counties 
in this state are all ablaze and are likely to 
remain on fire until rains quench the flames, 
the danger tothe villages and towns is 
over, unless heavy gales should sweep 
down upon them, While not over a doz- 
en cases of human cremation are reported, 
it is believed that many backwoodsmen and 
families remote from settlements cannot 
possibly have escaped. The fatality to live 
stock has been terrible. Hundreds of 
charred bodies of cattle lie on the 
blackened track of the devastating 
cyclone of fire. It is estimated that 
in Calumet, Clark, Marathon, and a few 
adjacent counties 500 families are rendered 
homeless and destitute, and will suffer un- 
less immediate relief is sent them. Many 
of these people had narrow escapes from 
death, having hidden in cells or submerged 

themselves up to their necks in streams, 
with wet blankets covering their heads, 
until the fire passed. In some places the 
fire swooped down so suddenly upon the 
people that they barely had time to make 
this method of safety. In other places the 
roar cf the fiames was heard formiles and 
the terror striken people fled madly before 
the flames to neighboring villages and 
towns. 
THE LOSS CANNOT BE ESTIMATED. 

Hundreds of homes, dozens of saw mills, 
lumber camps and millions of feet of lum- 
beraroin ashes. Acres upon acres of 
ripening grain were laid waste, To-night’s 
advices are that the fires are abating con- 
siderably by running into clearings and 
because the wind has died out. However, 
fears are entertained of a repetition should 
high winds prevail again before rain appears. 
Along the valley division of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway hoavy rains 
to-day extinguished all the flames, saving 
the largest cranberry marshes iu that sec- 
tion, To-day the suffocating clouds of 
smoke from the burning forests were borne 
by north winds as far south as Milwaukee, 
On the lakes near Green Bay, Sturgeon 
Bay and even further south the smoke 
clouds are so dene that the sun is obacured 
and vessols experience extreme dificulty in 
navigating, it be impossible to see 400 
foot ahead at midday,

NEW PROVINCIAL BUILDINGS, 


Government Buildings to be Con. 
structed in Queen's Park. 


A Description of tne Proposed Structure, 


The Globe of Friday has a large cut, an 
alleged representation of the new Govern- 
ment buildings to be erected in Queen's 
Park, Toronto. Appended is the following 
description of the patne 3 

The new Ontario Legislative and Depart- 
mental buildings will be erectedon a site 
100 feet north of the flagstaff in the Queen's 
Park, The pile will directly face the Queen 
street avenue, and the ground will be 
graded so as to preserve the line of horizon 
to those approaching the front of the build- 
ing. The building material will bo 

CREDIT YALLEY RED SANDSTONE, 
and the style of the architecture will be 
Nero Greek, vigorously treated, and free 
from conventional restraint. There will be 
‘a basoment under the entire structure, and 

und and first and second floors above. 

. R, A. Waite, of Buffalo, the architect, 
has made the ruling feature of the design 
different from that of most public buildings 
in that it will be 
EMPHASIZED EXTERNALLY, 

in such a way as to at once express the pur- 
pose of the structure, The site, Mr. Waite 
considers, is the most commanding that 
could have been selected. 

One of the principal features in the in- 
ternal arrangement of the building is that 
while the west wing will be Batiealy devot- 
ed to depislative and library purposes, the 
east will be for departimental uses, and 
each will have separate entrances, The 
Departments were placed in 

THE EAST WING 


as being nearest to Young street and the 
business portion of the city. Each Depart- 
ment is designed ei suite, so that the chief 
and all the officials occupy connecting 
rooms, which can be reached without using 
the corridors, 

The building, which will be in what is 
known as open court shape, will have a 
frontage of 406 fect, the rotal depth of each 
wing being 244 feet. The size of 

) | THe LEGISUATIVE CHAMBER, 
situated in tho centre of the structure, will 
be 65 x 85 feet. The main building will be 
approached by terraced steps, 65 feet in 
length to a stone porch, treated in a series 
of arches | supported (upon connected 
columns with moulded bases and carved 
capitals,rockets,and enriched arch moulds, 
Ascending a grand vestibule 26 feet in 
width, the yestibule -hall of spacious. pro- 
portions ia réached. The grand staircase 
hall is 58 feet wide by 62 feet deep. The 
grand staircase, to be constructed of atone, 
the main flight being 22 feetin width, and 
having two side flights, will ascend to the 
Legislative Chamber on the firstfloor. On 
the left of the grand staircase hall will bo 
an alcove to 

A POST OFFICE 
distributing room, and on the right a cor- 
responding alcove to passenger elevators 
with a corridor connecting with arcaded 
and glaized corridors on the right or left. 
These latter corridors will be 34 x 88 feet, 
with entrance to apartment on either side, 
and also connecting with side corridors and 
Approaches to the building. There will be 
FOUR ELEVATORS

THE BOILER HOUSE 
is an extension on the north side, 47x60 
foot, lighted on three sides with a skylight 
roof 36 fect in height and with a sidewalk 
surrouading, with vaults below for fuel, 
having coal hole plates, the yaults being 
also provided with an elevator for romoving 
ashos. From tho boiler to the east and 
west wings tunnols will run to be used for 
the supply and rotorn pipes of the hoating 
system. Tho oxternal troatment of tho 
boiler house is such as to have the appear- 
ance of an arcaded entrance to the north.

Condewned hy the P nl Placed on the 
List of Forbidden Societies. 


Tho Quebec correspondent of the Globe, 
under date of Aug. 12, writes : 

Rome haa finally spoken upon the question 
ofthe Knights of Labor. Tho socioty is 
unequivocally condemned by the Holy See, 
and the bishops of the church ars enjoined 
to proceed against it as against all secrot 
societies under the Papal ban. Cardinal 
Taschoreau has just communicated this 
decision to the public hore in the shape of 
a letter, which, as Motropolitan of the 
Ecclesiastical Province of Quebec, he ap- 

ears to have addressed to his suffragan 
Bishops on the 3ist ult,, and of which the 
following is a translation :— 

Youn Lonpanrr,—On the 13th May last 
I roprosonted to His Eminence the Cardi- 
nal Profoct of the Sacred Congregation of 
the Propaganda the divergencies of opin- 
ion expressed by the newspapers of Can 
ada and the United States on the subject 
of tho society of the Knights of Labor, 
condemned in September, 1884. As it 
was pretended that the effect of this sen- 
tence stood suspended by an appeal aflirm- 
ed to have been carried before the =Holy 
See aftor modifications made in the consti- 
tution of this society 1 begged His Emi- 
nence to make known with certainty the 
position of the church in regard to it. 
A letter from His Eminence Cardinal 
Simooni, dated the 12th July (No. 3,020), 
informs me that on the 27th June Jast 
the Sacred Office, after a re-examination 
of the question, has maintained its judg- 
ment of 1884 and absolutely in the same 
terms, which are reproduced in his letter, 
as follows;—Considering the principles, 
organization, and rules of the Society of 
the Kuiyhts of Labor as they are set forth, 
this eat must be classed among those 
which have been condemned Bocteding to 
the instructions of this Supreme Congre- 
gation on the 10th of May, 1884 ; that the 
bishops be enjoin to proceed, 
against this society as against others 
of the same kind, and to employ the reme- 
digs ordored or advised in the said instruc- 
tion, Your Lordship will recall that in 
my consultation of the bth October, 1883, 
1 inade no

over, its name clearly indicates. 

The pretended appeal to the Holy See has 
been long invoked to create the belief that 
pending a final decision, persons could 
continue to enrol themselves or to remain in 
the society, provided always that they were 
sincerely disposed to obey the final sentence 
upon the appeal. If that ap has been 
really made, it is impossible that the Sacred 
Ottice should not have been seized of it, be- 
cause this matter belongs to its exclusive re- 
sort. Consequently the decision of the 27th 
June, communicated to me by his Emi- 
nence Cardinal Simeoni, in the reply to it. 
The original sentence has been confirmed 
in its form and tenor, Whereas, in this 
last decision, as in the first, the Holy Office 
recommends the bishops to proceed against 
this society in the manner prescribed in its 
instructions of the 10th. May, 1884, I can- 
not see that there can any longer be any 
doubt as to the rule to be followed by the 
Catholics of the whole world, over whom 
the jurisdiction of that Sacred Congregation 
extends, Having discharged my duty in 
conveying to Your Lordship this decision 
of the Holy See, I beg you to accept: the 
assurance of my devotion.

The latest news from England about An- 
ticosti is that the island has been definitely 
sold for £200,000 sterling (half in cash and 
half in shares) by Messrs. T,G. and F. W. 
Stockwell, to the new company, called **Gov- 
ernor and Company of the Island of Anti- 
costi, Limited.” We have received a copy 
of the prospectus of this Corporation, 
which states the capital at £300,000 in 
shares of £10 each, ‘Uhe prospectus gives a 
glowiug account of the capabilities of the 
Island, and ssys that when the proposed 
improvements are effected, it is calculated 
that the real property of the Island will 
hayean intrinsicyaluemany times exceeding 
the whole proposedcapital. The listofdirect- 
ors includes the names of two well known 
Canadians, the Hon. George Irvine, Q.C., 
of Quebec, and Mr, Hector Cameron, M. 
P., Q.0., of Toronto, but we understand 
that Judge Irvine has repudiated any con- 
nection with thescheme. The other mem- 
bers of the board aro: Sir F. Milner, 
Baronet, London ; Mr. ©. Fraser Mackin 
tosh, M.P., Inverness; Sir Reper Lette- 
bridge, Cie.; M,P., London; Mr. J.W. 
Adamson, London ; Sir S, Canning, O.E.. 
London ; Rt. Hon, the Earl of Donough- 
more, K.C.M.G., London; Mr. C. D. 
Loveless, London ; Mr. J. L. Pellows, 
London, and New Brunswick ; and the 
Messrs. Stockwell. Miss Emily Faithfull’s 
name has been put down as Superintendent 
of the Emigration Department.” 

After the rose colored description of the 
island's resources, the prospectus actually 
remarks, as a proof that the island is being 
got cheaply, that the prico amounts to 38 
cents per acre, while the railway compan- 
ies of Canada aro asking $2 and upwards, 
Fancy comparing that bleak rjgion with 
the fortile stretches of tho North West !

Tho morchant’s house was surrounded by 
an infuriated mob and he admitted that he 
had abducted a number of girls whom he 
had sent to Moscow and St, Potorsburg for 
immoral purposes, but that the other charge 
was falso. Tho merchant managed to effect 
his escape, but his house was wrecked and 
all tho furnitare taken out and burned. Tho 
houses of many other Jows wore also raided 
and much proporty dostroyed. 

Tho Russian authorities are now search- 
ing for the Jow, to prosecute him for the 
crime of which he confesses his guilt.

During the last two hours our route 
lay along the shore of the far-famed Hud- 
son, and though tnuch was here expected, 
from the hurried glimpse thus afforded us, 
we judge ovr expectations will be more than 
realized. It reminded us very forcibly of 
the Saguenay river, though not on so bold 
or majestic a scale, while the. residences 
dotting the coast are models of elegance and 
beauty, contrasting strongly with the quaint 
farm houses to be met with along the shores 
ofthe Saguenay. This route passes through 
six tunnels and over ee many trellis- 
sed bridgeways, thus affording one varity 
enough of scenery to relieve the weariness 
of the journey. 

On arriving in New York we took up 
our quarters at a’ hotel which had been 
highly recommended to us and which seem- 
ed all that could be desired. After par- 
taking of refreshments in the cafe in con- 
nection therewith, as we were very much 
fatigued, we determined to retire and 
spend the next day and afew othersin do- 
ing the city. The preliminary steps hay- 
ing been taken, what was our horror and 
disgust to find the bed, though very pre- 

ing to look at, already occupied. 
Ve were in a dilemma—if we called for 
another room, doubtless it would be sim- 
arly occupied, the hour was late and 
sleeping with such company was au im- 
possibility. Finally we decided to pass 
the pight—the one on tho table with wraps 
for covering and pillow, the feet resting on 
a chair—the other on’ the trunks placed 
side by side with a chair at the end, Even 
under these circumstances we slept, ‘but 
determined at an early hour to get out of 
there and to our journey's end, leaving the 
city to be done up on our return. Arup 
of two hours by rail landed us at our desti- 
nation—Asbury Park. The route passed 
along a succession of summer resorts on 
the New Jersey coast, all seemingly well 
patronized, There are about 60,000 people 
stopping here at present—thie first two 
weeks of August being about the most 
crowded part of the season. Asbury 
Park and Ocean Grove lie side by side, 
separated by a amall fresh water lake,about 
twice as wide as the Moira River, which is 
thoigreat pluce for boating—the boats being 
very beautifully fitted up, and accommo- 
dating from eight to fifteen persons, Tho 
latter place is subject to many restrictions, 
no dancing, card playing, Sunday driving, 
ete. being allowed, It 1s where the great 
camp mectings,ote., are held. The avenues 
aré much narrower, and houses smaller 
and much more closely built than those in 
the Park. Both places are conducted on 
strictly temperance principles,such a thing 
as drunkenness or profanity is unknown, 
thus rendering it a perfectly safe resort for 
ladies and children, One of the’ finest 
romenides in America, over two milos 
long, extends along the beach, with soats 
at regular intervals, while several pavilions 
plontifully supplied with chairs, where 
thousands congregate to drink in forgetful- 
neas in the ocean breezes, be soothed 
by the sweet strains of music dispensed 
by the bands constantly playing there, and 
amuse themselves by watching the bathers 
end the varying throng passing to and fro. 
Hore let me say —no tonic for a debilitated, 
norvous system liko ocean air—such w do- 
lightful feoling of languor and drowainess 
poryades one, followed by such exhilaration 
as to make one feo] as ifonough latent powor 
wero ponseased to move mountains if neces 
sary. The bathing 1s not as safe ns at Old 
Orchard, Life lines extend quitea distance 
from the shore, while bathing-mastors are 
on the beach during the regular bathing 
hours to rescue any who may venture cut 
too far, or be overcome by the breakers, 
which literally pound one.

Where a good growth of young clover has 
been plowed under, it has furnished enough 
moisture to either carry the potatoes 
through the dry spell or at least insure two 
weeks' more growth. And two weeks’ 
time, with the plant food that a decaying 
clover sod will furnish, means an immense 
increase in the crop of potatoes.

he names, John Bigelow, Andrew H. 
Green and George W. Smith. Mr. Smith 
has been with Mr.Tilden for twenty years, 
and was his confidental secretary and the 
general manager of his estate. 

It was known that Mr. Tilden had some 
public bequests in view, but the grandeur 
of his beneficence was not even guessed at. 
He provides liberally for his relatives. To 
Mrs. Pelton he gives the house in which she 
resides, 38 West Thirty-cighth street, and 
the income of $100,000. For each of the 
other relatives he sets aside a certain sum 
to be held in trust by the executors, the in- 
come to be paid to them during their lives, 
they, however, to have power to dispose of 
the principal at death. All the rest of the 
property, Greystone and Gramercy Park 
residence included, is left in trust to the 
trustees, who are also executors, to be ap- 
plied to several public uses. They have 
absolute power to do, or not to do, as he 
suggests in the will. All detaila are left 
entirely in their discretion, except in one 
point—the outside limit is fixed in each 
case. 
The will provides for a free public li- 
brary and reading room in New Lebanon, 
and another free library and reading room 
in Yonkers. These are small thin; 
compared with the next suggestion of Mr. 
Tilden, which provides for a grand free 
library in New York, at a cost probably 
of more than three millions for establish- 
ment aud endowment. Nothing is said 
about the fine library at the Gramercy 
Park house, the disposition of that be- 
ing a detail left to the discretion of 
the trustees. No specific disposition is 
made of any part of the property except in 
the caso of Mis. Pelton. The will provides 


the library they tidy use the nionoy for 
any other charitable or educational insti- 
tution that they may prefer, Thoy may 
also use any surplus funds in this manner. 
Of course Mr, Tijden’s suggestions will 
bo law tothe trustees, and the two fine 
buildings in Gramorcy Park will undoubt- 
edly be used as the Tilden Free Library.

John o' Groat’s Honse. 


A visit to the north of Scotland is not 
complete without seeing the famous John o' 
Groat’s house, though all that now remains 
of it is but a grassy mound near the beach 
where it once stood.

Long before ho him- 
self owned a house the good mother and 
sister were comfortably settled in a home 
of their own, and years beforo he himself 
could afford a carriage, one had been pro- 
vided for his mother, who, in her advanced 
years had become lame ard unable to walk, 
with such a principle of self-sacrifice and 
such industzy as he early manifested, suc- 
cess was only a question of time.

Congress has devoted 
millions to the goose run of the country, 
but nothing of importance has been done in 
recent years to enlarge the principal harbor

Mr. Wiman’s railroad and other projects 
have brought him: into conflict with the 
state of Now Jersey and the Pennsylvania 
railroad in some respects remarkable. He 
is at once aggressive and shrewd. An al- 
liance with the Baltimore & Ohio road for 
the entrance of that road into New York is 
one of the chief events of Mr, Wiman's 
life. The printer's boy at $1.50 a week has 
become a railroad magnate. The alliance 
is of such @ nature that it is peculiarly to 
Mr, Wiman’s advantage to build up Staten 
Island and attract visitors thither. This 
is the secret of St. Goorge and its sky- 
rockets, its blare of bands, ita Buffalo Bill 
shows, clectrical fountains and base ball 
matches. The financier has something of 
Mr. Barnum’'s skill in leading the public by 
the nose, 

All his fortune of two or threo millions, 
all his financial achievements pale before 
one single act of his bustling and eventful 
life. Fifty yoara hence nobody will care 
how much hé was worth, but history may 
woll record, with an electric spark playing 
round the words, thatthe repeal of the

Tho 
boatmen noticed that she seemed to be 
stiffer than the ‘Genesta.” Even after 
passing the Narrovs, where she found 
a fair sailing breze, she stood up 
as straight as a diurch steeple, dhe 
ran by a number of little pleasure 
sloops as if they were anchored, and her 
performance elicited much fayorable com- 
ment, It seemed to be the general opinion 
that she would prove to be faster than the 
‘*Genesta” when under a full racing rig, 
and that she was é boat of very great power. 
Her lofty sides ajtracted much attention. 
The oxact timo o her departure from her 
anchorage was nct taken, and it was im- 
possible therefor: to get her time to Lower

A Memorable Meeting. 


Forecast of the First Methodist General 
Conference since the Union, 


On Wednesday, Sept. 1 next, will as- 
semble in Toronto the highest ecclesiastical 
court in connection with the largest Pro- 
testant denomination in Canada. It will 
be, in fact, the first general session of 
the General Conference since the union in 
1883 of all the Methodist bodies in the Do- 
minion. 

The court is a delegated body, and is 

composed of an equal number of ministers 
and laymen, who are elected by their re- 
spective annual conferences. There are ten 
conferences, in which there are over 1,800 
ministers. As one minister in ten is elect- 
ed, the clerical re) ntation is 180, and 
including laymen the total number of dele- 
tes is 360. 
_ The General Conference meets only once 
in every four years, and it is the legislative 
court in the church, enacting enough law 
in its three weeks’ session to serve for the 
next forty-eight months. 

Some of the probable items of business 
in the approaching session will be as fol- 
lows: There will be a thorough review of 
the missionary opdrations of the church,and 
probably something will be done to relieve 
the financial hardships of the domestic 
missions. It is proposed to form a 
new conference in the Province of 
British Columbia. The question likely 
to create most interest is that of 
University Confederation in Ontario—tho 
strongest men in the Church, both lay and 
clorical,appearing tobe about equally divid- 
edon the subject. In the recent sessionof 
the Presbyterian Assembly, the number of 
Presbyterian theological colleges in Canada 
(six) was deemed by a considerable minority 
to be excessive. However, as the Methodist 
Church has a ministry of almost twice the 
numerical strength to keep its ranks filled, 
the three colleges of Sackville, Montreal and 
Cobourg seom to be regarded with growing 
favor and confidence, although a fow have 
thought even these too many. 

The code of law known as the Discipline 
will undergo its quadrennial revision, and 
will probably make a little further progress 
towards porfection. The temperance move- 
mont in favor of total abstinence and pro- 
hibition will probably be onthusiastically 
endorsed with » very brief discussion—if 
this term may bo used when no one opposes. 
Much interest contres in the election of the 
Gonoral Conference officers, viz. : the gon- 
eral superintendents, tho editors of tho 
Toronto Guardian, the Halifax Wesleyan 
and the Toronto Methodist Magazine, the 
heads of colleges, the treasurers of tho 
principal funds, and the book stewards at 
Toronto and Halifax. 

Thore are at present two gonoral super- 
intendents. Some of tho annual confor- 
ences are sonding up momorials in tavor of 
only one, The principle of gonoral super- 
intondonoy itaoll cannot be abandoned, as 
it is the clomont in the new system accepted 
as an equivalent for episcopacy in the late 
Mothodist Episcopal Church when it on- 
tored the union. World.

Drudging Kogins with Marriage and Lasts 
till Death. 


In tho average Indian family, writes Cap- 
tain Richard Carnac Temple im a recent pa- 
per, the strictest domestic economy is the 
rule of life, and the household work is done 
by the women of the household, not as with 
us, by paid servants. Servauts there are, 
of course, in all Indian families, but they 
are, as a rule, on a totally different footing 
from that of the European domestic, bein; 
for the most part, independent persons with 
aclientelle, for whom they perform certain 
customary services fora customary wage. 
The distribution of the daily work, down 
to the most menial kind, lies with the ma- 
terfamilias, who may be best described as 
the oldest married woman in the family 
proper, for widows can have no authority, 
keeps to herself, but the house cleaning, the 
washing, the care of the children, the draw- 
ing of water, the making of the beds, and 
80 on, are done by the less dignified mem- 


bers of the household, as sho directs ; and 
whateveris most menial, most disagreeable, 
and the hardest work, is thrust upon the 
bride, Not only is our bride thus turned 
into a dradge, often unmercifully overwork- 
ed, but from the day she gives up her 
childhood to the day of her death—it may 
be for Sool inns Ty is secluded, and sees 
nothing of the world outside the walls of 
the family inclosure. She is also, by cus- 
tom, isolated as far as practicable from all 
the male members of that little inner world 
to which she is confined. Free intercourse 
even with her own husband, is not permit- 
ted her while yet her youthful capabilities 
for joyousness exist.

Trade With Australia, 


Mr. A. Woods, the Canadian Agent 
General to Australia, made on Monday 
night a short address before the) Kingston 
Board of Trade, in which he stated his 
mission, He first pointed out, saya the 
News, that Canada was well situated, geo- 

aphipallys to trade with Australia, It 
i been stated that Canada being a pro- 
tected country, her manufacturers could not 
spaipele with those of England in foreign 
markets, but this objection was met by 
the Government deciding ts giveadraw- 
back on material used in manufacture for 
export. His capacity in Australia would 
be like that of a commercial traveller. He 
would represent all Canadian manufacturers 
who would like to serid him goods for sale. 
Samples would be kept in his warchouse, 
and fe would look after the sale and re- 
mit the proceeds to the manufactures. 
The freight is only $5 per ton from Boston, 
and that was all the shipper would have to 
pay, the rest of the expenses being taken 
out of the proceeds. Australia afforded an 
extraordinary market for manufacturers, 
{t had only 3,500,000 of a population, yet 
its importations last year were $2,500,000, 
Oanada’s importations were only $1,000,- 
000, of which but $160,000 were manufac- 
tures. He had been in many places in tho 
Dominion and found more manufactorers 
in position to send goods to Australia 
than he expected. The object of the Gov- 
ernment in sending him to Australia was to 
give the Canadian manufacturers an oppor- 
tunity of secing what they coulddo ina 
foreign market without being put to the 
cost of engaging agents to introduce their 
goods, He was satisfied that several manu- 
facturors in Kingaton were able to enter 
the trade. Captain Carter remarked that 
Rathbun & Co, had sent goods, valued at 
£150 in Canada, to Australia, whoro they 
sold for £300, but the way they did busi- 
ness in that country ran the expenses up 
£160, so that nothing was gained by ox- 
porting the goods, He hoped Mr, Woods 
would try and urge on Australians to adopt 
4 less expensive way of doing business, Ho, 
the speaker, thought the Government had 
taken a step in the right direction in sond- 
ing Mr, Woods to Australia for the purpose 
named. Mr. Woods replied that he would 
have full control of the Canadian goods and 
the expenses would be light.

He (Mr. T.) got it as re- 
quired: He supplied Spiers & Pond's chesp 
restaurant, where I ha nests cards announ- 
cing that ** grand Canadian cheese”’ was for 
sale—along with the cheap and nasty food 
that unpaid and tip-expecting young women 
from the school of cookery were serving up 
to ‘‘the masses.”

“Our exhibit is—speaking generally— 
most creditableand magnificent. It is so 
pomacied by all visitors, and is doing much 
to bring the importance and resources of 
Canada before the British public and other 
people in distant parts of the globe—who, 
alas, have hitherto been gither wholly ig- 
norant of us or full of the most inaccurate 
and fantastic notions about us.”

ETNA. 


The present outbreak seems to be ona 
stupendous scale, though as yet it has done 
comparatively trifling damage. We hear 
of a flood of lava, two or three miles in 
bréadth, moving downward with accelerated 
rapidity agit rolls over steeper gradients. 
‘As it comes from the crater on the summit, 
it has hitherto chiefly overflowed the deso- 
late wastes of lava, ashes and scoric which 
have been accumulating from time imme- 
morial as contagtation followed conflagra- 
tion. But with its fiery breath it has been 
licking up the gardeds and yineyards that 

irdle Nicolosi to the westward, and the 
inhabitants of the village have been busy 
saying their property like so many startled 
ants, uncertain from day to day as to the 
reachof theruinthat isovertakingthem; and 
Nicolosi is*but one of some 70 villages all 
built on the flanks of the mountain and 
more or less in continual peril, It may be 
asked why the people, after so many, warn- 
ings, and calamities, persist in living on the 
thin crust flooring the fields over those 
subterraneous furnaces.

and the lime, So that the villagers run tho 
risk of being occasionally ruined orawallowed 
up in consideration of the comfortthey enjoy 
between times ; and putting their trust in 
theguardianshipof the Virgin andthesaints, 
congratulate themselyes on being much 
better off than their neighbors. Yet when 
you sco Etna in the glow of a Sicilian sun- 
set fancy can scarcely associate the moun- 
tain with menaces of death and deyasta- 
tion. Not eyen in the transparent air of 
the Libyan desert, flickering over the 
burning sands behind the huge pyramids 
of Ghizeh, are the splendors of the dying 
sunset more glorious. The hidden fur- 
naces would seem mysteriously to add an 
intensity of sympathetic reflection to those 
celestial fires of orange and crimson, till 
the flashing lights, fading down into vivid 
purples, makes the barren lava beds and 
the broken precipices blaze in what may 
be prosaically described as great breadths 
of purple pickled cabbage, No artist has 
ever caught those tints, which are simply 
unseizable by pon or brush.—Blackwood's 
Maqaszine,

While Bismarck was serving in the Uh- 
lan Cavalry, in 1842, his groom, who was 
the son of a forester on his estate, rode 
into the lake to give the horse a bath, 
Missing his footing the rider was thrown, 
and disappeared in the water. Bismarck 
was standing witha group of officers on 
the bridge, and saw his sinking groom. 
In an instant his sword and uniform 
were on the ground, and he leaped in- 
to the lake. He found the struggling 
man, and seized him. But in the blind 

ony of a drowning man he clung so 
tightly to his master that Bismarck, holp- 
less, was obliged to dive with his burden to 
loosen the hold. It seemed both were lost. 
But, soon after, bubbles rose to the surface, 
followed by Bismarck, whoin the depths 
had detached the grip of the man, and now 
ap) d, di ing his groom with him, 
andawam to the shore. The inanimate form 
was restored to life, and the following day 
to duty.

Nettles as Food, 


The Food Journal says: One of the most 
neglected, and certainly onoof the most 
common of our British plants, is the sting- 
ing nettle (Urtica dioica). Threo species 
are known in this country, but tho one 
mentioned ia perhaps tho most com- 
mon. Many pone people believe in 
nettle tea as a useful Spring medicine, 
and not a few boil and eat them as a green 
yogetable; thoy were, in former times, 
grown in Scotland asa potherb, and if 
forced and blanched by serthing up in a 
similar manner to asparagus and sea kalo, 
the young tops make a very gooddish, In 
Bolgium, Gormany, and other parts of Con- 
tinonal Europe, nettles are much more 
gonerally used as food than they aro with 
us.

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 


j © journal, commenting upon the dif 
tantanreat Canadian and United States 
politicians, remarks that in the United States 
ho public’ man runs down his country.

A striking oxample of tho truth of tho 
above statomont is afforded by the course 
of tho Grit press and the Liberal authori- 
ties with regard to the fishery question. 
Immediately after tho expiration of the 
arrangement which was mado subsequent 
to the repoal of the fishory clauso of the 
treaty of Washington, and whilst our Goy-

They 
have, in pursuit of their object, reprosont- 
ed that our coasts wore lined with Yankee 
fishermen pursuing their calling with im- 
punity, anil atated that our cruisers wore 
totally inefficient and their commanders 
noglectful.of their duties. Tho best proof

satisfaction that the keen criticism to which 
the Scriptures have been for many years 
subjected in Germany has not been pro- 
ductive of harm. [t is worthy of note that 
the number of theologicel students in the 
Prussian universities have been almost 
doubled in the last four years, there being 
thirteen hundred and ninety-four in 1881- 
82, and twenty-four hundred and fifty-three 
in 1885.86. What the causes may hayo 
been which, humanly speaking, have led to 
this encouraging increase, could hardly be 
enumerated here, even if sufficient infor- 
mation were at hand, Of one thing, how- 
ever, the fact of such increase is sufficient 
evidence, and that is that recent Ger- 
man Biblical criticisms has not been so 
disastrous to religion as many have fear- 
ed. However ees such Bunce 
has appeared to be, the result seems to show 
that id has not been really unfayorable to 
christianity. Indeed there are many evi- 
dences that such oriticism, whatever its pur- 
pose may haye been, has been at once the 
cause and the effect of a genuine revival of 
interest in Biblical pin RN interest 
the legitimate outcome of w! ich is regis- 
tered in the increase of theological students 
which is noted above. Undoubtedly the 
free handling of the Scriptures which has 
characterizéd contemporary Biblical study, 
has been profoundly aber to man 
deyout minds. Lt has seemed to suc 
that the authority as well as the authen- 
ticity of the sacred writings hasbeen gravely 
imperilled. From the dangers which haye 
thus been threatened many really thought- 
ful divines have sought to escapo by a re- 
fusal to enter upon a real consideration of 
the questions which have been raised by the 
newer ciriticism, Tho result has been that 
the field of controversy has been practically 
abandoned by most of theorthodox students 
of sacred learning. The Bible has, so to 
speak, been Jeft to its own intrinsicstrength, 
its own inherent power, while the hosts of 
acute and often unfriendly free lances have 
made their assaults upon it. That the re- 
sulc has been a complete vindication of the 
real authority and the real power of the 
Word of God over the hearts and minds of 
men, is as undeniable as it is reassuring. 
Though many theories concerning theScrip- 
tures have been overthrown, their divine 
authority has been but the better establish- 
ed, so that it may be said that the whole 
movement has amounted to no more than 
“the removing of those things that aro 
shaken as of tho things that are made, that 
those things which cannot be shaken may 
remain,” .Thé marked increase of interest 
in theological study in Germany, then, is a 
fact of much significance, and it encourages 
us to dismiss our fears as to the actual re- 
sults of the so-called “newer criticism” of 
the Bible, The simple truth is that the 
sacred Scriptures contain theic own best 
credentials, and are able of themselves to 
withstand all attempts to discredit them or 
set them aside. This is the grateful con- 
clusion to which every one must be led who 


ss the long and the short of the matter.

The Price of Sugar. 


(Hamilton Spectator.) 

The Toronto Globe tells its readers that 
Canadians are supplied with ** atrociously 
dear sugar.” 

This is aboutas coolas anything which 
has been laid before the public for many a 
day. Under the revenue tariff of 1877 
granulated sugar was held by wholesale 
houses at 12} cents a pound. The Globe 
itself tells us that at present the wholesale 
price in Toronto is 6{ to 64 cents. It is 
therefore just alittle more than half the 
pris asked in 1877. If, atter the price has 

en lowered almost one half, sugar is still 
** atrociously dear,’’ what was it when the 
Reformers were in power? 

But we shall be told thatraw sugar is 
cheaper now than it wasin 1876, It cer- 
tainly is. In 1877 all the sugar below No. 
9 Dutch standard imported into Canada 
was valued at 4.2 conts per pound. The 
wholesale price, a8 we have said, was 12. 
cents. The whole of thosugar below No. 9 
imported in 1885 was valued at just below 
2h cents a pound. There has therefore 
been a drop in the price of raw sugar of 
1.7 (one and seyen-tenths) cents per pound, 
while the reduction in the wholesale price 
of relined sugar was sixcents per pound. 
In other words, in 1877 the wholesale price 
of granulated sugar exceeded the declared 
yalue of raw sugar by eight. cents a pound. 
In 1885 granulated sugar sold at 3{ cents 
more than the declared value of raw sugar. 
The reduction in price is greater than the 
total price paid for raw sugar in 1877. 

Let us look at itin another way : In 1877 
all the sugar above No. 13 Dutch standard, 
cost including duty just below 7 cents a 
pound, The price of gran was 5} 
cents more than the declared value with 
duty added of all refined sugars, In 1885, 
the declared value of all sugar above No. 
14 [the class is raised one grade}, including 
duty was 5} cents, and the price of granu- 
lated was about one cent more than the 
declared yalue with duty added of all re- 
fined sugars, The change in the grading 
affects the comparison ; but it is just to say 
that at present the cost of granulated 
sugar is not more than a cent a pound 
above the foreign price, with duty added. 

The Globe goes into a comparison of Can- 
adian prices compared with London prices. 
It must be borne in mind that -in Ganada 
very heayy duties are levied on sugar. 
These duties are leas now than they were 
in Mr, Mackenzio’s time. In 1877, the 
average duty collected on all the sugar im- 
ported into this country was about $2.33 
per £00 pounds. In 1885, it was about 
$1.30 per 100 pounds, The burden 
of taxation, so far as sugar is concerned, 
has beon yory materially lightened, and, as 
has been seen, the consumer gots more than 
the benofit ao realized, Still, a high duty 
is levied on sugar, If it were not paid in 
that form it would be paidin some othor. 
In England such is not the case, There- 
fore a comparison between tho Onnadian 
and the English market is wholly unfair. 
The Globe's atatomonts of prices in London 
are, howover misleading. Thoro aro in 
that market some very cheap and very 
nasty sugars made of boots. But Cana- 
dians would not buy such an article 
and it is wholly unfair to compare theso 
low-grade boot sugars with that uscd 
in Canada, which is almost wholly cane 
sugar, imported mainly from tho West 
Indies and South{America. Woe have no 
doubt that a ‘crushed boot sugar of low 
grado, paying no duty, can bo sold, and 
is sold in London at 16 shillings por hun- 
drod-weight. At tho samo time we read in 
the London Times of the 6th instant that 
fine crystalized Demarara—that is a vory 
high grade of unrefined oano sugar, sold at 
19 shillings a hundrod-woight, or about 44 
conta a pound. That was not the ordinary 
wholosalo prico, but tho jobbers price by 
tho cargo. 

Tho plain facts are that Canadians noyor 
before had such cheap sugar as thoy have 
had undor the National Policy ; and that,

met with. A lecture delivered in the hotel 
lors one afternoon by an unconverted 
explaining their religion, social 
customs, caste, abstaining from animal 
food, etc., was voted by all who heard it 
one of the most interesting and novel ad- 
dresses to which it had ever been their 
good fortune to listen. Many customs, 
seemingly barbarous, were explained away 
by showing how many atrocities daily read 
in our newspaper columns and articles por- 
traying the vices and crimes existing among 
us—a civilized people—might easily be re- 
presented by foreigners coming amongst us 
‘as an index of the whole social system. The 
strange yet pleasing accent of the lecturer, 
his dusky hue and wonderful command of 
our mother tongue stamped both lecture 
and lecturer almost inetlaceably on cur 
minds, 
Much amusement was afforded by 
the erroneous ideas of Canada and Cana- 
dians entertained by many whom we met. 
One lady addressing me said, ‘ You're 
from Canada. Do you know the Thomp- 
sons up there?” ‘‘Madame,” said I, with 
a vain effort to restrain my risible fa- 
culties, ‘the term ‘Canada’ is to us as 
@ as the word ‘States’ to you which 
might mean Florida, Maine, Texas, Cal- 
ifornia, etc. If you tell mein what part 
of Canada your friends bearing that very 
uncommon name are located I'll try and 
find them out The same person inform- 
ed us she had travelled all over excepting 
“Canada.” Tho Americans as a class strike 
“one as ssed of free and easy manners 
and a happy faculty of adapting themselves 
tociroumstances and surroundings. One 
would naturally look for many invalids and 
delicate persons at the seaside, but the con-

vicinity, talking at the rate of about 
forty knots an hour and seeming to think 
it her bounden duty to send us away forcibly 
impressed with an idoa of the alluroments, 
growth and magnitude of the place. One 


which was, that there, when it rained, it 
was always during the night and the suo- 
ceeding morning invariably turned out 
bright and pleasant. As we found this to 
be the caso the morning of our stay on 
leaving the breakfast table our ears wore 
greeted with the new and olegant phrase 
‘Didn't I tell you so!” By the way ‘elo- 
gant’ ia used by many with reference to all 
things, places, occasions and persons, often 
falling very ludicrously on one's oar. Few 
leave Saratoga without visiting Mt. Me- 
Gregor, a drive of about seven miles, where 
thelate Gen.Grant spent the last few months 
of his life, Here the apartments aro to be 
seon with their numerous floral offerings as 
they were at the time of his death. 
In this fashionable resort the breezes from 
the Adirondacks cool the air, tho streets 
aro beautifully lined with shade trees and 
numberleas evidences of wealth and luxury 
surround one at every nae Leaving 
Saratoga we took the train for Lake Cham- 
plain passing through the much frequented 
Adirondacks with numerous hotels nestling 
among the hills here and there all along 
the route, Beautiful little lakes form an 
agreeable varictyin the mountain scenery, 
anda desire and determination if possi! 
to spend some time in the near futureinthis 
charming locality took possession of us, The 
route extends from Whitehall to Fort Ticon- 
deroga along the foot of L. Champlain, while 
the mountains skirting both sides form a 
beautiful background, At Fort Ticonderoga 
the train connects with the steamer and, 
as this is a favorite pleasure trip, the usual 
complement of tourists accompanied us, 
Here we were surprised at the lowness of 
the temperature, caused by the breezes

Some grow and some remain in the 
soil for years, if we can believe the scien- 
tists, ready to sprout up at the first favor- 
able condition. Seeds deeply buried by 
ploughing are the ones that do not sprout.

Bethlohem and Nazareth, 


The Appoarance of the Modern Citios—A 
Thrifty Population. 

Bothlohom is by far the thriftiost inland 
town in the whole region, as well aa one of 
the most beautifully situated, saysa recent 
letter from Pulistine. Ita well built houses 
crowd along tho crescent of the long hill 
and down its eastern slopes bordered all 
around with olive orchards and vineyards. 
Here as at Jerusalem 1 was impressed by 
the,number of now buildings in process of 
erection, The new carriage road between 
Bethlehem and Jersusalom is as fine a road 
and makes as beautiful a drive as any 
highway inthe East. Itis the beginning 
of a road to Hobron, The work was 
started at both ends. Jt is completed to 
about four miles north of Hebron, It is 
probable thatthe gap between the two 
finished ends will remain for some years to 
come and it is one of the very worst roads 
in the country. By far the easiest and 


quickest way to get from Hebron to Naza- 
reth at this season is to strike east of Belt 
Jibrinand then north along the eastern 
border of the Philistine plain to Swekeh, 
then across low hills to Jenin and thence 
to Nazareth. At this season I found the 
roads delightful; earlier they wore muddy 
aand impassble in many places. The 
reason of the thrift of Bethlehem is pro- 
bably to be found in the character of its 
population, which is wholly Christian, {t 
18 the place where nearly all the fine work 
in olive wood and glass is done for the relic 
trade in Jerusalem. The olive work is very 
beautiful, and all sorts of handkerchief 
boxes, rulers, paper cutters, match safes, 
penholders, napkin rings, book racks and 
and small tables can be purchased at rea- 
sonable rates. Rosaries, necklaces and 
brazelets are quite elegantly made, and the 
ivory and mothér-of perl work is tasteful. 
There is a growing demand for such 
articles, useful or ornamental, in the 
United States, and a representative of a 
large house dealing in olive wood was 
present at the New Orleans Exposition and 
established depots in various. parts of -the 
country. Everywhere I noticed the mark 
of industry, A steam engine used for 
grinding grain makes one street quite west- 
ern in its aspect,’ Small shops for the oliye 
wood ‘work are scattered all about. It was 
pleasant to stop and chat with the intelli- 
gent-looking workmen and see their skill 
in turning out pretty ornaments. All 
trayellera remark upon the beauty of the 
women of Bethléhem, aud with good rea- 
son. They'are both beautiful and inodest, 
and the children are clever and pretty, 
The great attraction at Bethlehem is, of 
course, the Church of the Nativity, and 
even thosé who do not care for the tradi- 
tions of the spot dro interested in what has 
been rightly considered one of the finest 
remains of the architecture of the fourth 
century. Some even claim that this is 
essentially the original structure of Con- 
stantine. Of all the traditions of the 
church—so many of which are manufactur- 
ed—this is one upon which we can put the 
most credence. very one must note and 
admire the good ‘taste with which the 
church is kept, Atter the noisy, irrever- 
ent and almost blasphemous scenes in the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, 
it was a rest to see the quiet devotion that 
filled the grotto of the Nativity, 

Nazareth is a yery different place from 
Nablus. Here again the population is al- 
most wholly Christians and its prosperity 
depends largely upon sentiment. It re- 
minds me much of Bethlehem, although 
much smaller, and in itself considered 
much less beautiful. The view from the 
hill above ‘the town, however, is one of the 
finest in all Palestine, To the west is the 
sea ond Carmel ; tothe south the whole 
plain of Esdraclon and the mountains of 
Ephraim as far south as Ebal and Gerezin 
about Nablus; to the east isthe great 
mountain wall across the Jordan, the deep 
depression of the valley itself, Gilboa, Lit- 
tle Hermon, the dome of ‘Tabor and the 
hills of the Janlau and Havran ; to the 
north is the beautiful plane of el Buttauf 
irectly below, the hills of Galileo and 
Naphtali and the southern spurs of the 
Lebanons, with old Herman rising grandly 
in the northeast, bis summit streaked with 
snow and lording it oyer all the horizon, 
like a venerable sheikh —indeed the modern 
name is Jebel-esh-sheikh. The moat 
notable buildings in Nazareth aro the Brit- 
ish échoo) for girls, the house of Dr. Vartan, 
the English missionary physician, and tho 
Latin monastery with the Charch of the 
Annunciation. A number of new buildings 
are going up. The hospital which Dr. Var- 
tan has started to build, of which his house 
is a part, is still incomplete. ‘Thereby 
hangs a tale which | will unfold in my next 
letter. ‘The people of Nazareth seem to be 
industrious and intelligent. A fine road is 
being constructed down the ateep hill to the 
plain of Esdraelon. ‘The population of the 
town has beén increased of late years by 
tho insecurity of the plain below, and will 
probably diminish as the people move back 
to their homes,

Tunneling to Ireland, 


It is reported, though the information 
has not become public through an official 
source, that the project as to the proposed 
tunnel between Donaghadee and Portpat- 
rick is under the consideration of the Goy- 
ernment departmente, It appears that Mr.

Lights, has been engaged off the coast of 
Donighadee in taking soundings with the 
object of reporting onthe subject. He 
has, it is stated, been summoned, further 
north on lighthouse inspection, duty, but 
on his return ina few days will proceed to 
the Scotch coast, where similar soundings 
will be taken off Portpatrick, A shalt 
will, it is said, be sunk near Donaghadee 
to the depth of a thousand feet in order to 
ascertain the nature of the strata, and it is 
believed a like experiment will be tried at 
Portpatrick. The impression prevails that 
the authorities regard the work as of such 
great importance that a grant will shortly 
be applied for, The London and North- 
western allay management is believed 
also to be strongly in favor of the project.

THE COKNER STONE. 
On Sunday morning the sky did not give 
romise of the fair weather that followed. 
‘he temperature could not have better 


suited to the purpose. The sun was out 
at intervals and at times it looked as though 
there might be rain. The promise of ap- 
pearances was not fulfilled. By nine o'- 
clock a few were gathered at the church 
viewing the foundation for the new build- 
ihg. By 10 o'clock the multitude had 
reached immense proportions. The space 
about the new building was jammed to un- 
comfortableness. 


The stone, which was the centre of attrac- 


tion, was a hugelimestone block 3x3x1 ft.10 
in. It was presented by Messrs. Stuart & 
Quinlan to the building committee for the 
purpose. The face of the stene bore the 
following inscription in Latin, which was 
engraved by Coughlin Bros. :

On Saturday afternoon this ponderous 


stone was lifted from the place where it had 
been dressed and engraved, and placed on 
blocks over the spot where it was to have a 
permanent resting place, at the north-east 
corner of the new church. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock the Bishop and 


his party, composed of Mgr. Farrelly, 
Father Kelly and Fathor O'Gorman, iasued 
fromthe Presbytery and enteredthe Church, 
when uspergas was sung. The altar boys, 
then conducted the party from the church 
to the Place where the altar of the new 
church was to beconstructed. The place 
was marked by a large cross near the west 
wall of the foundation. 


The Bishop here offered prayer. Thoy 


then returned to the corner stone, when 
Bishop Cleary conducted the services of 
putting it in place and*blessing it. 


A cavity in the stone will holda tin 


box having as its contents a bottle hermet- 
feally sealed containing a parchment on 
which is {necribed in Latin, thedate of 
laying tho corner sto? of the church, the 
name of the reigning Roma. Pontiff and 
date of his pontificate, likewise of hes Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria, and the number of 
the years of her reign, A-referenco is also 
made to the approximate reinstallation of 
Ireland to hor hereditary right of self legis- 
lation. Also the name and title of the 
Bishop who officiated at tho ceremony and 
of tho present Pastor of tho Parish, a num- 
ber of silver and Josser coins of this year's 
coinage, and copies of this city and Toron- 
to papors. 


When the work of placing the stone and 


covering it with the massive cap had been 
completed, the Bishop and his party made 
a circuit of the wall, and returned to tho 
church.
